New claims for unemployment 
linsurance in California will have 
jincreased 32% by July 1. Claims 
running up to the full legal limit 
of 26 weeks of benefits will rise by 
that date 58%. 

This was the estimate given as 
jthe new year approached by 
Herbert Freeman, controller for 
the State Department of Employ- 
ment, to the California Employ- 
jment Stabilization Commission at 
Sacramento. 

Freeman said the estimate is 
based in part on the number of 
persons expected to come into the 
State seeking work and wishing 
to settle here, but that also “the 
economic assumption is that there 
will be greater volume of unem- 
ployment due to factors other thap 
California’s population growth.” 

Freeman figures 3% of ‘the 
| State’s work force is now unem- 
ployed, and that during the new 
'fiscal year the figure will 
to 47%. *

A proposed constitutional amend- 
ment that would have extended the 
present family law, which gives! 
the last word to husbands, was 
withdrawn from Parliament be- 
cause of opposition inside the rul- 
ing coalition of political parties. 

The issue has been postponed 
until early in 1954. Meanwhile, the 
republic is without any law regu- 
lating family matters and, pending! 
a judgment from the Constitutional 
Court, the lower courts are in some 
confusion. 

The family law, which was en- 
acted early in the life of the feder- 
al republic, gave the final word 
in all decisions affecting marriage 
and the family, such as the place 
of residence, the education of the 
children and so on, to the husband 
and father. 

However, the Coftstitution subse- 
quently adopted in 1949, stated 
flatly that “men and ‘women are 
equal” and provided that any law 
in conflict with that assertion 
should cease to be valid on April 
1, 1953. 

It was the belief of the Bonn 
regime’s founding fathers that 
Parliament would enact a new law 
in conformity with the Constitu-

As women then, on this New 
Year’s Day, our duty is to resolve 
to keep alive faith and hope that 
all will be well. 

And if all is riot well, then faith 
that we can bear our burdens, 
surmount our difficulties and win 
our inward peace, whatever comes 
in the world at large.

Editorials = 
BILL BURKETT; ONE SMART COOKIE! 


This William A. Burkett, whom Governor Knight has put 
jat the head of the Department of Employment, is what is tech- 
inically known as a smart cookie. 

Now he’s got out a report on his first 30 days in office 
in the form of a letter to Assemblyman Gordon A. Fleury of 
Sacramento, head of the Assembly Standing Committee on 
Finance and Insurance—and the said report is a humdinger. 
The most casual examination of it convinces, anyone who 
knows about public relations that Burkett knows a whole 
lot more about public relations. 

In a quiet modest way Director Burkett tells how in those 
30 days he did the equivalent of building the Rocky Moun- 
tains, draining the Dismal Swamp, and filling the Grand 
Canyon of.the Colorado with kindly feelings toward labor. 
Here, for example, is part of Point No. 11 in the series of 16 
reasons why Burkett feel’s he’s a mighty’ nice fellow: 

“I found that for a number of years the Department of Em- 
ployment has had a Labor-Management Committee consisting 
of approximately four labor representatives and seventeen business 
representatives. I have offered labor the opportunity to have equal 
membership with management.” 

R In Point 5 of the discussion of Burkett by Burkett we find 
this; 

“Approximately $48,000 is being spent annually for press 
agents, public relations men, their secretaries and travel. Effective 
January 15, I have cut this down to one man.” 

That one man must be Burkett himself. He couldn't get 
anyone better at the job, that’s for sure! 

This lovely package of self-laudation for meritorius con- 
duct kept up for a whole 30 days came to the editor of East 
| Bay Labor Journal with a “‘personal”’ letter addressing the said 
editor by his full and correct name—another delicate touch 
with a cute little triphammer. 


(For of course we're Rotarian first-naming 
buddies now.) : 

It's really too bad in this goodhearted holiday season to 
have to hang on to our original idea—that dear old Bill took 
that job for just one purpose—to help Governor Knight and 
his reactionary pals do as much damage to the unemployment 
insurance program as possible. 


Huh? Unions Don’t Increase Wages? 


The U. S. Chamber of Commerce has been showing great 
mental agility of late. Some time ago, after long scowling 
askance at the social security system, the Chamber suddenly 
announced that it wished to have the government expand the 
system. On examination the proposed ‘‘expansion” proved to 
consist of taking the money we've been paying in and spread- 
ing it out thin on a $25-per-month basis. In other words, when 
the Chamber proposes to give it means to take. 

The latest one is equally good. Dr. Emerson P. Schmidt,| 
economic research director for the Chamber, announces a 
great discovery. After all the years that the Chamber has held 
labor unions responsible for looting the economy by demand-| 
ing and getting higher wages, now Dr. Schmidt turns round 
and says that labor unions seem to have had little to do with 
the amount of wages workers receive..Says Dr. Schmidt: 


“In 1936 compensation of employees, according to Department 
of Commerce figures, was. 66% of our national income. In 1952 
the figure was almost exactly the same—66.3%.” 
Dr. Schmidt, face afire and brain burning with the im- 
portance of his discovery, even throws this in: 


“Some unions have held wages down. This is partly attributable 
to the fact that contracts are ordinarily opened only once a year. 
It is also due to the fact that union leaders insist on getting credit 
for wage increases.” 


We assume that to be logical the Chamber will now urge 
United Employers to negotiate contracts lasting only a month 
or so, and will urge the unions to get rid of their leaders; this 
will leave the employers free to give out big wage increases 
every month, with no union leaders in the way to try to pre- 
vent the employers’ generosity from boiling over. 

As for wages’ percentage of the national income advanc- 
ing only three-tenths of one percent in 16 years, this would
